VETO 

Transmitting a Communication, dated February 26, 2007 from 
TODD H. STROGER, President, Cook County Board of Commissioners 

In accordance with the authority granted to me by section 2-6008 of the Counties Code and for the 
reasons stated herein, I hereby transmit to you my veto of the Sulfur Dioxide Emissions Tax Ordinance 
that was passed by the Board of Commissioners via the Finance (Public Hearing) Committee Report of 
February 20, 2007 approved on February 21, 2007. Please place my veto message on the agenda for the 
next meeting of the Cook County Board of Commissioners on March 1, 2007. 

Please be advised that I am exercising my veto authority as President of the Board of Commissioners and 
hereby veto the Ordinance approving the Sulfur Dioxide Emissions Tax adopted on February 21, 2007. 
This Ordinance imposes a tax upon sources that emit 100 tons or more of sulfur dioxide within Cook 
County in a twelve month period. The Ordinance further indicates that the tax shall be levied at a rate of 
$400 for each ton of sulfur dioxide emitted in a twelve month period and shall be remitted on a semi¬ 
annual basis. 

Sulfur dioxide gas emissions are harmful to our environment and to the health of our citizens; however 
taxing such emissions is not the appropriate method for reducing said emissions. I oppose this Ordinance 
on the grounds that said emissions should not attempt to be controlled through a Cook County tax but 
rather, said emissions should be regulated by County, State, and Federal Government in order to fully 
protect our environment and the health of our citizens. 

Sulfur Dioxide is listed by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (“EPA”) as a criteria air pollutant 
under the Clean Air Act, for which it sets health-based air quality standards. Sulfur dioxide reacts with 
the air upon emission and forms sulfate particles, a form of fine particulate matter, also listed as a criteria 
air pollutant. The EPA strengthened the fine particulate standard in 2006, however, not to the level that 
its own Clean Air Scientific Advisory Committee stated is necessary to protect public health. 

I have directed the County’s Department of Environmental Control to determine County appropriate 
regulations in an effort to reduce sulfur dioxide and other harmful green house emissions. Furthermore, I 
encourage this Board and the residents of Cook County to petition the appropriate Federal and State 
authorities to further regulate sulfur dioxide emissions and other green house emissions and reduce the 
level of what is deemed to be an acceptable emission. Taxes on said emissions do not protect our 
environment or aid in the health of our citizens, rather greater regulation on said emissions by County, 
State and Federal government is needed. 

For these reasons I urge you to reconsider your support of the Sulfur Dioxide Emissions Tax Ordinance. 
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In accordance with Cook County Code Section 2-108(h)(1), Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by 
Commissioner Daley, moved to suspend the rules so that this matter may be considered. The motion 
carried unanimously. 

Commissioner Daley, seconded by Commissioner Sims, moved that the communication be received and 
filed. The motion carried.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

AIR POLLUTION OPERATING PERMITS/SITE FEES AND REGULATIONS CALLING FOR 
THE REDUCTION IN REGULATED AIR POLLUTANT EMISSIONS FROM ALL MINOR 
AND MAJOR SOURCE FACILITIES IN COOK COUNTY 

WHEREAS, the Cook County area has been designated as an area of non-attainment of suitable air 
quality and ozone standards by the United States Environmental Protection Agency partially due to the air 
pollution emissions of the expansive industrial businesses within its boundaries; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook have introduced a number of air 
pollution reduction activities as an effort to diminish the detrimental effects of air pollution on the 
residents of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the accumulation of greenhouse gases and criteria pollutants in the atmosphere are forming 
extremely high levels of ozone and adding to global warming; and 

WHEREAS, as the levels of pollutants increase in the Cook County area the number of respiratory and 
cardiovascular related ailments proportionally increase; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Environmental Protection Agency and the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency have established regulatory standards in the areas of permitting and reporting of air 
pollution sources in the efforts to track and reduce air pollution levels; and 

WHEREAS, in order to preserve, protect and improve the air resources of Cook County so as to promote 
the health, safety, welfare and comfort of its residents. Cook County shall take appropriate action in 
regulating air pollution within Cook County and take efforts to promote the reduction in greenhouse gas 
emissions from all air pollution source facilities. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 
30, Article III, Division 4, Section 30-391 through 30-398 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as 
follows:

Sec. 30-391. Recitals. 

The President and the Board of Commissioners of the County of Cook find that all of the recitals 
contained in the preambles to this Ordinance are full, true and correct and do incorporate them into this 
Ordinance by this reference. 

Sec. 30-392. Public Purpose. 

It is hereby found, determined and declared that the purpose of this Ordinance is to assist the Board and 
President in the preservation, protection and improvement of the air resources in Cook County so as to 
promote the health, safety, welfare and comfort of its residents. Cook County shall take appropriate 
action in regulating air pollution within Cook County and take efforts to promote the reduction in 
greenhouse gas emissions from all air pollution source facilities. 

Sec. 30-393. Regulated Air Pollutant means the following: 

(a) Nitrogen oxides (NOx) 

(b) Carbon oxides (COx) 

(c) Ammonia (NH3) 

(d) PM (Particulate Matter including PM10 and PM2.5) 

(e) Sulfur oxides (SOx) 

(f) Volatile Organic Compounds (VOC) 

(g) Lead (Pb) 

(h) Any pollutant for which a national ambient air quality standard has been promulgated. 

Sec. 30-394. Authority to Issue Air Pollution Operating Permits and Site Fees. 

(a) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control (“Department”) shall issue annual air 
pollution operating permits under this section. 

(b) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall issue annual air pollution operating 
permits for fixed terms of 3 years. 

Sec. 30-395. Air Pollution Operating Permits and Site Fees. 

(a) For any site for which an air pollution operating permit is required, other than a site permitted by 
the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency solely as a retail liquid dispensing facility that has air 
pollution control equipment or an agrichemical facility with an endorsed permit pursuant to Section 39.4 
of the Illinois Environmental Protection Act, the owner or operator of that site shall pay an initial annual 
fee to the Cook County Department of Environmental Control within 30 days of receipt of the permit and 
an annual fee each year thereafter for as long as a permit is in effect. The owner or operator of a portable 
emission unit, as defined in 35 Ill. Adm. Code 201.170 of the Illinois Environmental Protection Act, may 
change the site of any unit previously permitted without paying an additional fee under this Section for 
each site change, provided that no further change to the permit is otherwise necessary or requested. 
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(b) Notwithstanding any rules to the contrary, the following filing fee amounts shall apply: 

(1) The filing fee for a site emitting less than 25 tons per year of any combination of Regulated 
Air Pollutants as reported by their previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission Report (AER), is $1000 
with an annual fee of $5 per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(2) The filing fee for a site emitting at least 25 tons per year but less than 50 tons per year of any 
combination of Regulated Air Pollutants as reported by their previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission 
Report (AER), is $1,500 with an annual fee of $10 per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants. 

(3) The filing fee for a site emitting at least 75 tons but less than 100 tons per year of any 
combination of Regulated Air Pollutants as reported by their previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission 
Report (AER), is $2,000 with an annual fee of $15 per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of 
regulated air pollutants. 

(4) The filing fee for a site emitting at least 100 tons per year of any combination of Regulated 
Air Pollutants as reported by their previous year Annual Illinois Air Emission Report (AER), is $2,500 
with an annual fee of $20 per ton of the total tonnage of any combination of regulated air pollutants. 

(a) Only one air pollution site fee may be collected from any site, even if such site receives more 
than one air pollution control permit. 

Sec. 30-396. Rules and Regulations. 

(a) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control shall establish procedures for the 
collection of air pollution site fees. Air pollution site fees may be paid annually, or in advance for the 
number of years for which the permit is issued, at the option of the owner or operator. Payment in 
advance does not exempt the owner or operator from paying any increase in the fee that may occur during 
the term of the permit; the owner or operator must pay the amount of the increase upon and from the 
effective date of the increase. 

(b) The Cook County Department of Environmental Control may deny an application for the 
issuance, transfer, or renewal of an air pollution operating permit if any air pollution site fee owed by the 
applicant has not been paid within 60 days of the due date, unless the applicant, at the time of application, 
pays to the Department in advance the air pollution site fee for the site that is the subject of the operating 
permit, plus any other air pollution site fees then owed by the applicant. The denial of an air pollution 
operating permit for failure to pay an air pollution site fee shall be subject to review by the County 
Environmental Control Board of Appeals pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 30, Article II, Division 4. 
Section 30-123 of the Counties Code. 

(c) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner or operator 
of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating permit, and as a result avoided 
the payment of permit fees, the Department may collect the avoided permit fees with or without pursuing 
enforcement. The avoided permit fees shall be calculated as double the amount that would have been 
owed had a permit been timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this subsection shall be deposited into 
the Cook County General Fund. 

(d) If the Cook County Department of Environmental Control determines that an owner or operator 
of a site was required, but failed, to timely obtain an air pollution operating permit and as a result avoided 
the payment of permit fees, an enforcement action may be brought. In addition to any other relief that 
may be obtained as part of this action, the Cook County Department of Environmental Control may seek 
to recover the avoided permit fees. The avoided permit fees shall be calculated as double the amount that 
would have been owed had a permit been timely obtained. Fees collected pursuant to this subsection (d) 
shall be deposited into the Cook County General Fund. 
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(e) If a Permittee subject to a fee under this Section fails to pay the fee within 90 days of its due date, 
or makes the fee payment from an account with insufficient funds to cover the amount of the fee payment, 
the Department shall notify the Permittee of the failure to pay the fee. If the Permittee fails to pay the fee 
within 60 days after such notification, the Department may, by written notice, immediately revoke the air 
pollution operating permit. Failure of the Cook County Department of Environmental Control to notify 
the Permittee of failure to pay a fee due under this Section, or the payment of the fee from an account 
with insufficient funds to cover the amount of the fee payment, does not excuse or alter the duty of the 
Permittee to comply with the provisions of this Section. 

Sec. 30-397. Emission Levels Reduction. 

Sites where the levels of pollution emissions exceed 100 tons/year for any of the Regulated Air 
Pollutants, said Site Permitees shall be required to submit an annual Regulated Air Pollutant Emission 
Reduction Plan to the Cook County Department of Environmental Control for the Department’s approval 
in an effort to decrease either the Site’s cumulative regulated pollutant emissions or specific individual 
pollutant emissions by 5% within the term of the air pollution operating permit. 

(a) Annual Regulated Air Pollutant Emission Reduction Plans submitted to the Cook County 
Department of Environmental Control will be verified by reviewing the Site/Permitee’s Illinois Annual 
Air Emission Report (AER). 

(b) Each Site/Permittee will be required to submit its Illinois Annual Air Emission Report (AER) to 
the Cook County Department of Environmental Control within 1 month of the submittal of the AER to 
the Illinois Environmental Protection Agency (“IEPA”). 

(c) Additionally each Site/Permittee will be required to submit quarterly reports detailing the 
individual pollution emission levels for its fuel burning devices and cumulative values of pollution 
emissions within the quarterly period. 

(d) Established Regulated Air Pollutant emission reductions exceeding 10% on an annual basis will 
allow a 10% credit reduction of the following year annual air permit fee. 

(e) Failure to reduce Regulated Air Pollutant emissions as indicated in the County approved 
Reduction Plan may result in penalty fees or loss of permit. 

Sec. 30-398. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall take effect within ninety (90) days upon passage.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY PROMPT PAYMENT ACT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 34, Article IV, Section 
34-128 of the Cook County Code is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 34-128. Cook County Prompt Payment Act. 

(a) Payment of contractors. The appropriate Cook County official or agency receiving goods or 
services must approve or disapprove a bill from a vendor or contractor for goods or services furnished to 
the local governmental agency within 30 days after the receipt of such bill or within 30 days after the date 
on which the goods or services were received, whichever is later. If one or more items on a construction 
related bill or invoice are disapproved, but not the entire bill or invoice, then the portion that is not 
disapproved shall be paid. When safety or quality assurance testing of goods by the local governmental 
agency is necessary before the approval or disapproval of a bill and such testing cannot be completed 
within 30 days after receipt of the goods, approval or disapproval of the bill must be made immediately 
upon completion of the testing or within 60 days after receipt of the goods, whichever occurs first. 
Written notice shall be mailed to the vendor or contractor immediately if a bill is disapproved. 

(b) Failure to pay contractor. Any bill approved for payment pursuant to Subsection (a) shall be 
paid within 30 days after the date of approval. If payment is not made within such 30 day period, an 
interest penalty of 1% of any amount approved and unpaid shall be added for each month or fraction 
thereof after the expiration of such 30 day period, until final payment is made. 

(c) Failure to approve payment. If the Cook County official or agency whose approval is 
required for any bill fails to approve or disapprove that bill within the period provided for approval by 
Subsection (a), the penalty for late payment of that bill shall be computed from the date 60 days after the 
receipt of that bill or the date 60 days after the goods or services are received, whichever is later. 
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(d) Agreement between County and contractor. The time periods specified in Subsections (a), 
(b) and (c), as they pertain to particular goods or services, are superseded by any greater time periods as 
agreed to by the County and the particular vendor or contractor. 

(e) Funds controlled by the State. As authorized in 50 ILCS 505/7, if the funds from which the 
Cook County official or agency is to pay for goods or services are funds appropriated or controlled by the 
State, then the local governmental official or agency may certify to the State Treasurer, Comptroller and 
State agency responsible for administering such funds that a specified amount is anticipated to be 
necessary within 45 days after certification to pay for specified goods or services and that such amount is 
not currently available to the local governmental official or agency. The State Treasurer, Comptroller and 
State agency shall than expedite distribution of funds to the local governmental unit to make such 
payments. The certification shall be mailed on the date of certification by certified U. S. mail, return 
receipt requested. Any interest penalty incurred by the local governmental unit under Subsection (b) or (c) 
because of the failure of funds to be distributed from the State to the local governmental unit within the 
45 day period shall be reimbursed by the State to the local governmental unit as an amount in addition to 
the funds to be otherwise distributed from the State. 

(f) Payments to subcontractors and material suppliers; failure to make timely payments; 
additional amount due. When a contractor receives any payment, the contractor shall pay each 
subcontractor and material supplier in proportion to the work completed by each subcontractor and 
material supplier their application less any retention. If the contractor receives less than the full payment 
due under the public construction contract, the contractor shall be obligated to disburse on a pro rata basis 
those funds received, with the contractor, subcontractors and material suppliers each receiving a prorated 
portion based on the amount of payment. All interest payments received pursuant to Section 3 also shall 
be disbursed to subcontractors and material suppliers to whom payment has been delayed, on a pro rata 
basis. When, however, the public owner does not release the full payment due under the contract because 
there are specific areas of work or materials the contractor is rejecting or because the contractor has 
otherwise determined such areas are not suitable for payment, then those specific subcontractors or 
suppliers involved shall not be paid for that portion of the work rejected or deemed not suitable for 
payment and all other subcontractors and suppliers shall be paid in full. 

If the contractor, without reasonable cause, fails to make any payment to his subcontractors 
and material suppliers within 15 days after receipt of payment under the public construction contract, the 
contractor shall pay to his subcontractors and material suppliers, in addition to the payment due them, 
interest in the amount of 2% per month, calculated from the expiration of the 15 day period until fully 
paid. This Section shall also apply to any payments made by subcontractors and material suppliers to 
their subcontractors and material suppliers and to all payments made to lower tier subcontractors and 
material suppliers throughout the contracting chain. 

Effective Date. This Act takes effect immediately upon approval.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY BUREAU OF HEALTH SERVICES PRESCRIPTION FEE ACT 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 38, Article IV, Section 
38-60 is hereby enacted as follows: 

Sec. 38-60. Cook County Bureau of Health Services Prescription Fee Act. 

(a) Fee. All Cook County Bureau of Health Services outpatient and mail order pharmacies shall 
collect from every patient a prescription fee for each prescription dispensed to that patient. The fee shall 
be the patient’s prescription drug provider’s co-payment applicable to the prescription or, if there is no 
applicable co-payment, the Bureau’s usual and customary charge. For those patients who do not have a 
co-payment applicable to the prescription and who meet the Bureau’s Limitation of Liability policy 
requirements, a prescription fee of no less than $2 shall be collected. 

(b) Implementation Plan. The Cook County Bureau of Health Services shall develop a plan to 
implement the Prescription Fee Act and deliver the implementation plan to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners prior to its effective date. After the Prescription Fee Act is in effect the Cook County 
Bureau of Health Services shall notify the Cook County Board of Commissioners, in writing, of any 
changes to the implementation plan prior to instituting said changes. 

(c) Effective Date. The Cook County Bureau of Health Services Prescription Fee Act shall take 
effect 60 days from its passage.

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PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION TO APPOINT POLICE AUTHORITY AT STROGER HOSPITAL 
OF COOK COUNTY TO THE SHERIFF’S POLICE DEPARTMENT 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners began the process of abolishing the Stroger 
Hospital of Cook County Police Department at a meeting on Friday, February 23rd, 2007; and 

WHEREAS, such action was in the form of a budget amendment which now requires the selection of a 
private security service; and 

WHEREAS, the members of the Stroger Hospital of Cook County Police Force are trained police men 
and women, pursuant to statutory requirements, and members of a collective bargaining unit; and 

WHEREAS, the 2007 Cook County Budget approved same day reduces the Cook County Sheriffs 
Police Department by thirty five to fifty police officers; and 

WHEREAS, the members of the Cook County Sheriffs Police Department are trained professionals in 
law enforcement, complying with all statutory requirements to act as police men and women, and 
members of a collective bargaining unit; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interests of the people of Cook County, the employees, patients and visitors 
of Stroger Hospital of Cook County and its related clinics, that the facility and all who enter it be 
protected to the best possible level; and 

WHEREAS, the security challenges of Stroger Hospital of Cook County are greater than many hospitals 
in Cook County, the state and nation, because of the volume of men, women and children who utilize its 
facilities on a daily basis. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that any budgetary amendment to the contrary be 
reconsidered and set aside, and that any legal or contractual requirements be pursued to transfer police 
authority at Stroger Hospital of Cook County and its related clinics to the Cook County Sheriffs Police 
Department no later than September 1, 2007, and that any police officers reduced in the force as a result 
of the 2007 budget be reinstated to assist in this transfer of police authority, and that any police officer of 
the Stroger Hospital of Cook County Police Force not alleged, implicated or reprimanded in any act of 
misconduct in the last fifteen years, be considered for transfer to the Sheriffs Police Department, in a 
special hospital service unit at the facility, upon the sole discretion of the Office of the Sheriff.

PROPOSED ORDINANCE 

COOK COUNTY ASSESSOR’S OFFICE DATABASE FEES 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Assessor’s Office maintains a database (the “Database”) of 
certain property identification numbers, address information, property characteristics and 
images for all parcels in Cook County for the purposes of real estate taxation; and, 

WHEREAS, the Database is currently available to all taxpayers on the Cook County 
Assessor’s website at no charge; and 

WHEREAS, the Database is currently available on a PIN by PIN basis only; and 

WHEREAS, certain organizations desire the ability to access and compile the Data in a bulk 
form; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Board of Commissioners desires to establish fair and 
reasonable public access to the Database while maintaining website access at no charge; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Assessor’s Office may enter into agreements substantially 
similar to the form of agreement submitted herewith as Exhibit A ; and 

WHEREAS, the County asserts copyright protection for the Database. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners 
that Chapter 2, Article IV, Section 2-315 is hereby enacted as follows: 

Division 7. Assessor 

Sec. 2-315. Cook County Assessor’s Office database fee. 

(a) Definitions. The following term used in this ordinance shall have the meaning 
set forth below: 

CCAO Database means an electronic database maintained by the Cook County 
Assessor’s Office containing property identification numbers, address information, 
property characteristics for all parcels in Cook County for the purposes of real estate 
taxation. 

(b) Fee Imposed. The CCAO Database shall be made available on an annual 
subscription basis for a fee payable in cash, money order, or certified or cashier’s 
check in one installment. The fee for the subscription service shall be made available 
to subscribers for a fee. This fee will start at $30,000 and shall be adjusted annually by 
the Consumer Price Index as of January 1 of each year following the effective date of 
this Ordinance. 
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(c) Agreement Form. To further carryout the intent of the section above, the Cook 
County Assessor’s Office may enter into agreements using a form of agreement. 

(d) Fee Requirements. It shall be the duty of the County Assessor to collect and 
receive for the County’s general fund the subscription fees imposed by this ordinance.

The Cook County Auditor 
is hereby authorized to examine the books, papers and records of any such subscription 
agreement during regular business hours.

RESOLUTION

PRESIDENT OF THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is home to over 600,000 citizens over the age of 65; and 

WHEREAS, the number of Cook County citizens over the age of 65 has increased in recent years, a trend 
which is expected to continue; and 
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WHEREAS, many of our senior citizens are in need of services and assistance, and in order to be a truly 
inclusive community, Cook County must explore providing programs and services to its senior citizens to 
help them maintain their independence and health; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County can become a highly desirable place to live for senior citizens if certain 
services are offered and seniors felt represented in County government. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the President of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners (the “President”) is hereby authorized to appoint seven (7) citizens of Cook County to 
serve on the “President’s Advisory Committee on Elder Care” (the “Committee”); and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee members will serve for terms of two (2) years 
each, with replacements to fill vacancies on the Committee due to the expiration of a Committee 
member’s two (2) year term or otherwise, to be filled by the President; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee members will serve on the Committee in a 
volunteer capacity, and will neither request nor receive resources from Cook County, other than the time 
and assistance of Cook County employees in order to provide information in their areas of expertise; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee will meet as often and in whatever location the 
Committee deems advisable, but in no event will the Committee meet less than one (1) time per month 
during its first six (6) months of existence; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee will be charged (a) with exploring (i) the current 
status of seniors in Cook County, and (ii) programs that currently exist within Cook County to assist the 
senior population, whether or not such programs are organized by Cook County, and (b) offering 
recommendations for improvement of the status of senior citizens in Cook County, be it by offering 
assistance regarding health, housing, insurance, and social security matters, or any other assistance the 
Committee deems appropriate; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee will be required to present a report to the President 
within six (6) months of the effective date of this Resolution detailing the findings of their investigation; 
and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the President, upon receipt of the initial report from the 
Committee, will present an executive summary of the Committee’s findings to the Board of 
Commissioners for their review and suggestions for moving forward; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Committee members will continue for the remainder of their 
term to investigate matters related to improving the lives of senior citizens in Cook County, and following 
the initial report, will continue to report to the President and the Board of Commissioners with their 
findings and recommendations.
